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Public Works Staff Proposes 
More Ways to Cut Energy Use 


All seven members of coun- 
cil were present for the April 
23 worksession review of the 
Greenbelt Public Works Depart- 
ment budget with Director Ken- 
neth Hall, Assistant Director 
James Sterling and Recycling 
Coordinator Louisa Robles. City 
Manager Michael McLaughlin 
and City Treasurer Jeff Williams 
also attended. Staff handouts at 
the meeting provided informa- 
tion on the city’s net reduction 
in energy consumption dating 
from 2005 with an estimated 52 
percent reduction in greenhouse 
gas generation, based primarily 
on wind energy credits. In its 
greenhouse gas calculations the 
city relies upon a methodology 
formulated by the International 
Council for Local Environmental 
Initiatives that takes into consid- 
eration the use of wind energy 
credit purchases by participating 
organizations. Information was 
also provided on city fuel con- 
sumption, refuse and recycling

statistics and Greenbelt Connec- 
tion ridership. 
Budget, Staffing 

While the staffing chart for the 
Public Works Department remains 
at a total of 50.5 employees, 
there were changes in levels of 
employees in Public Works Ad- 
ministration. For Fiscal Year 
2015 one of the assistant public 
works director positions (pres- 
ently unfilled) is proposed to 
be eliminated and the position 
of Recycling Coordinator is to 
be upgraded to Recycling and 
Sustainability Coordinator. Also, 
a new position of Superintendent 
of Parks has been created. As a 
result the proposed staffing for 
the FY15 budget year will be 
50 classified employees (up one) 
and 0.5 non-classified employees 
(down 1.5). 

The Public Works Administra- 
tion Account (410) is the largest 
account for the Department. It 
is primarily salaries and benefits. 
The total for FY15 is proposed 


for $1,175,300, about $20,000 
more than budgeted in Fiscal 
Year 2014. One addition to the 
FY15 proposed budget is $4,800 
(labeled “other services’’) that 
provides for a city contribution 
to fund the Volunteer Maryland 
Coordinator program in which the 
city partners with the Chesapeake 
Education, Arts and Research 
Society. This program has drawn 
praise for its efforts in coordinat- 
ing volunteer efforts in support 
of environmental programs in 
Greenbelt. Otherwise the account 
is in line with previous budgets. 

The next largest account for 
Public Works is Street Main- 
tenance (account 440). Again 
most is salary/benefits expenses 
($522,300 proposed) just under 
$100,000 more than the FY14 
budget. That increase is account- 
ed for by the addition of “Traf- 
fic Control” to this account at a 
level of $95,000. This account

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GATE Funding 


Misconceptions 

The letter from Molly Lester 
published in last week’s edition 
contains a serious misconcep- 
tion regarding the sources of 
Greenbelt Access Television, Inc. 
(GATE) funding, a misconception 
which I fear may become wide- 
spread in the Greenbelt commu- 
nity. The funding GATE receives 
through the City of Greenbelt 
for its programs and services 
are not taxpayer funds. They are 
taken from the cable companies’ 
franchise fees paid to the city, 
not from taxpayers. Most of this 
funding is required of the cable 
companies by federal law for the 
support of Public Access, Educa- 
tion and Government (PEG). In 
order for these funds to be used 
for other purposes, this law would 
have to be repealed — something 
the cable TV industry has been 
trying vigorously to accomplish. 
GATE has joined with other pub- 
lic access providers throughout 
the country in opposition to these 
attempts. Actually, GATE was 
created by the City of Greenbelt 
in late 1986 in order to take full 
advantage of the PEG funds made 
available to it by the law. At that 
time, the city could have opted 
to provide its own Public Access 
channel, but in typical Greenbelt 
spirit, chose to create an indepen- 
dent entity — GATE. 

GATE is a creature of the city 
in many ways. The city formed 
an ad hoc Public Access Commit- 
tee to advise council on its struc- 
ture and governance. With the 
help of the ad hoc committee, the 
city attorney crafted the Articles 
of Incorporation for the fledgling 
GATE organization and bylaws 
to guide its operations. Those 
documents are still in force and 
available for examination in the 
GATE office. It should be noted 
that, to ensure its connection with 
the city, the GATE bylaws include 
a provision that one member of 
its nine-member Board of Direc- 
tors “ be appointed by the City 
Council.” 

GATE is now in its 28th year 
and proud of its unique relation- 
ship with the City of Greenbelt. 
As GATE grew and later was 
offered office and studio space in 
the Community Center, the rela- 
tionship has grown and strength- 
ened. Its studio, cameras and 
production equipment are often 
provided as in-kind assistance to 
the city for much of its municipal 
cable programming, such as cov- 
erage of the annual Labor Day 
Festival and, when asked, stand-in 
coverage of city meetings. 


Since its residency in the Com- 
munity Center and its initial in- 
vestment in cameras and equip- 
ment, GATE has diligently grown 
its reserves in order to maintain 
its equipment and take advantage 
of technological advances in TV 
production. Consequently we 
have been able this year to begin 
a conversion to High Definition 
(HD) formats, to better serve our 
members and the community. 
These services include: 

- Providing organizations serv- 
ing the Greenbelt community and 
neighboring communities with the 
expertise needed to broadcast their 
own programs and messages. 

- Teaching our young people 
(in partnership with GAVA) to 
produce and animate their own 
productions. 

- Providing local organizations 
the opportunity to record and 
broadcast their own public service 
announcements 

- Providing coverage of debates 
and political programs aimed at 
informing Greenbelt voters of the 
candidates and the issues they 
face. 

- Fostering the growth of the 
Utopia Film Festival, now in its 
tenth year, attracting filmmakers, 
producers of high-quality presen- 
tations from this area, all over the 
country and from other countries 
and continents. 

With its updated technology, 
GATE offers hands-on instruction 
in TV production, use of cameras, 
production assistance, editing and 
script writing. 

GATE is proud and excited by 
its high level of service to this 
community and invites all Green- 
belters to take advantage of what

A year later, Revueltas 
wrote an entirely new score, hav- 
ing many of the film’s sequences 
cut to the music. The result is a 
beautiful synchrony between im- 
age and sound.

was previously part of the Public 
Safety budget. Other operating 
expenses for Street Maintenance 
are proposed at about $50,000 
more than the prior year. The 
total increase for the account is 
about $150,000. Funding for the 
account is offset partially by the 
state shared Highway User/Gas 
Tax revenues’ projected to be 
$322,000 for FY15. 

The smallest Public Works 
Account is for the Maintenance 
of Multi-Purpose Equipment Ac- 
count (420). The total proposed 
for FY15 is $266,700. This 
is nearly $10,000 less than the 
$275,400 projected to be the ac- 
tual amount expended for FY 14. 
The department is actively look- 
ing for alternative fuels for ve- 
hicles and equipment. They are 
monitoring market conditions for 
bio-diesel fuel and the relatively 
low cost of natural gas, which 
has been around $2.40 per gallon. 

Another lesser account is a 
budget for the Four Cities Street 
Cleaning vehicle that is supported 
by Greenbelt along with its sister 
cities of Berwyn Heights, New 
Carrollton and College Park. The 
cost of the program is proposed 
for $79,500 for FY15 and those 
expenses for Greenbelt are offset 
by $59,600 shared costs to be 
paid by the other cities. The 
Waste Collection Account (450) 
is proposed at $693,000 for FY15 
and after considering the waste 
collection and related fees to 
be charged users, the account is 
projected to have a surplus of 
$22,700 for FY15. The residen- 
tial fee for the service remains at 
$67 per year. 

The projected cost for the 
City Cemetery Account (460) is 
projected at $3,500 for FY1S5, 
a $500 increase. The last ac- 
count within the Public Works 
responsibility is account 470 for 
the upkeep for Roosevelt Center. 
The proposed budget for FY15 
is $75,300, about $400 less than 
the projected FY14 amount of 
$79,000. 

Although not within the Public 
Works section of the Budget, the 
Parks Budget is primarily the re- 
sponsibility of the Public Works 
Department. The salaries and 
benefits portion of the Parks Ac- 
count is proposed at $951,700 for 
FY15, about $30,000 more than 
last year. The other operating 
expenses for parks are proposed 
at $210,200 for FY15, about 
$21,000 less than expected to be 
spent for FY 14. 

Discussion 

Mayor Emmett Jordan began 
council review, starting with the 
department’s strategic mission 
value and goals statements in 
the budget. Through 20 pages 
in the budget document, each 
goal is stated, followed by the 
department’s listed accomplish- 
ments and management objectives 
for each goal. The department’s 
Strategic Mission is, “to serve 
the community by preserving, 
maintaining and improving the 
city’s infrastructure and amenities. 
The department focuses on pro- 
viding professional and personal 
responses to the needs of citizens 
while maintaining Greenbelt as a 
unique and satisfying community 
in which to live and work.” 

The department’s six goals 
are: 

¢ Maintain rights-of-way and 
roadways so they are safe, pass- 
able and in compliance with city 
and state standards. 

¢ Implement environmental 
improvements and sustainability 


practices throughout the city. 

¢ Maintain and beautify Green- 
belt’s green spaces, parks and 
outdoor recreation facilities. 

¢ Support and maintain all city 
facilities and vehicles. 

¢ Provide a variety of quality 
services that support the Green- 
belt community, other depart- 
ments and neighboring jurisdic- 
tions. 

¢ Invest in the professional 
development of staff by provid- 
ing training to maintain skills 
knowledge in their field of ex- 
pertise. Support staff attainment 
and maintenance of professional 
licenses. 

Council review was generally 
devoted to management objec- 
tives and accomplishments as 
they came up. Councilmember 
Rodney Roberts started discus- 
sion on the topic of the depart- 
ment’s policy regarding the main- 
tenance of trees that are located 
within city rights-of-way. He 
and Councilmember Judith Da- 
vis also repeated concerns about 
the possible harm to trees when 
they are not properly mulched. 
Sterling indicated the city’s de- 
veloping Geographic Intelligence 
System (GIS) will help identify 
the relative health of trees and 
take care of dangerous or unsafe 
conditions. McLaughlin offered 
to communicate with the city’s 
homeowner associations regarding 
the mulching issue. 

In response to a question from 
Councilmember Leta Mach, Ster- 
ling indicated that the GIS pro- 
gram will be able to assess the 
inventory of trees, adopted trees 
and/or benches and significant 
tree specimens within the city. 
He also noted the availability of a 
Maryland Department of Natural 
Resources report on tree condi- 
tions and that the proposed parks 
budget includes $15,000 to formu- 
late a strategy for tree protection, 
with the assistance of a consultant. 
Sterling also advised council that 
the city’s salt spreaders have been 
modified to reduce potential im- 
pacts in planted areas. 

Other questions were raised 
about the size of the new bus 
shelters at Crescent Road and Gar- 
denway. The department will look 
at the situation and see if changes 
can be made to address concerns 
for handicapped individuals. 

Council also expressed concern 
that the efforts to facilitate and 
increase recycling opportunities 
in the Franklin Park development 
were falling short. Franklin Park 
resident Brian Wilson reinforced 
that and felt Franklin Park man- 
agement was falling short on 
those efforts and that potential 
for recycling in Greenbelt West is 
being lost without more education 
and convenient collection facili- 
ties. Davis also noted that recy- 
cling at Franklin Park is affected 
by poor enforcement by Prince 
George’s County. She also dis- 
cussed the issue regarding the 
county fire department prohibiting 
the traditional use of the wooden 
booths at the Labor Day Festival 
and thought that more and better 
information is needed. 

Public Works staff advised 
council on difficulties faced by 
the department on its reduced 
capability for optimum use of 
Compressed Natural Gas (CNG). 
The city’s pump is only capable 
of pumping at a slow rate and 
that restricts the full use of CNG 
as an alternative fuel. CNG is 
currently the cheapest fuel avail- 
able and the city is losing out on 
those potential savings. An esti- 
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mated $20-50,000 would be re- 
quired to obtain a more efficient 
pump. The issue is dire because 
the availability of other pumping 
capacity within the nearby area is 
non-existent. Council has asked 
that $25-50,000 be placed on the 
“wish” list for the proposed FY15 
budget. 

In response to a question re- 
garding how performance mea- 
sures are assessed within the 
department, McLaughlin noted 
that his preference would be add- 
ing a management analyst to the 
city’s administrative staff. Such 
a person could provide a system 
for assessing performance over 
all city departments. That pro- 
posed position is another wish. 
list item ($60,000) that council 
will consider prior to adoption of 
the FY15 Budget.

minds and hands. We need to 
promote scientific literacy, not 
just facts and concepts, but also 
the scientific process. Critical 
thinking skills, understanding 
how ideas are investigated and 
analyzed, is perhaps the most 
important skill we can give to 
our kids and the next generation 
of scientists, engineers, teachers 
and community leaders. 

At Monday night’s public 
hearing on the budget, I made 
a few suggestions on changes 
to fund an increase in support 
for science in our schools and 
community. I proposed that the 
Advisory Committee on Educa- 
tion receive an increase to their 
budget, to restore them to their 
2009 level of funding, to sup- 
port additional grants to school 
programs including home school 
groups. I also proposed that small 
grants to contribution groups such 
as my own Club125 Makerspace 
be fully funded to support com- 
munity activities and events such 
as our successful Greenbelt Mini 
Maker Faire. 

Following the budget hearing, 
I submitted a petition to have 
council form an Advisory Com- 
mittee on Science and Technol- 
ogy, to create plans for a future 
Science and Technology Pro- 
gram, and to more clearly support 
and promote the county’s newly 
formed Science and Technology 
Business District that 1s centered 
on Greenbelt. 

I don’t think the above pro- 
posals will cost much, perhaps 
$10,000 of the $25 million total 
budget, and I suggested they 
could be funded by reducing 
the funding increase allocated to 
Greenbelt Access Television. 

GATE receives city funds 
from two sources. They receive 
20 percent of the city’s cable 
franchise fees and 33 percent 
of the Public, Education and 
Government (PEG) access fee. A 
reduction of the cable franchise 
fee allocation has been proposed 
by the City Manager twice in 
recent years, in 2010 and again 
in 2011 as a cost savings mea- 
sure. Thus, there is precedent 
to use the city’s cable franchise 
fees for other missions. GATE 
provides a valuable service, es- 
pecially as they help the city 
move to online media. But since 
2009, GATE has received a 29 
percent increase in funding, with 
an additional 13 percent pro- 
posed in this budget, while most 
other programs saw little gain. 
Contribution groups, non-profit 
community organizations which 
help the city provide services 
and host events in support of 
established goals, have had a 6 
percent reduction in funding.

Greenbelt Library welcomed 
back a familiar guest on Tuesday, 
April 15: Carroll R. Gibbs. Gibbs 
and the Library continued their 
partnership that has allowed Gibbs’ 
African history and culture lecture 
series to find a home in Greenbelt.

numerous newspaper clips and pic- 
tures giving an inside look at life 
for Africans at that time, including 
widespread enslavement and mis- 
treatment of African peoples. 

The war occurred while preju- 
dice against African-Americans 
was still at its height. Mistreatment 
of blacks as well as slander ran 
rampant within America. Lynch- 
ings and near-lynchings occurred 
in many places throughout the 
United States. These incidents 
were not limited to America. The 
increase in imperialism at the time 
led many countries to Africa where 
they would force native peoples 
into military service or into other 
roles, Gibbs said. 





Gibbs’ lecture, bursting at the 
seams with information, barely fit 
into the two allotted hours. But 
he was confident, he said, that he’d 
gotten his message across. 

“If they’ve been touched, they’ ll 
bring other people to it,” Gibbs re- 
marked on the impact of his series. 
“There are not that many outlets 
that are free and community-ac- 
cessible, so we hope people will 
understand.” 

The lecture series continues at 
Greenbelt Library every Tuesday 
through May with presentations on 
a multitude of topics.
